PLEIKU, South 
Viet Nam 
(AP) — “ It is terrible and mis­ 
erable,” wrote Nguyen Chanh 
Ngoc.

Airplanes bomb and 
strafe and we can do nothing 
about it.

AMENDMENT NO. 2 
Constitutional Amendment No. 2 is the least 
important of three to be proposed to voters in 
the Aug. 17 special election, but it is also 
the least controversial. It deserves a YES 
vote. 
The amendment is corrective in m easure.. 
It would perm it cities to sell, as well as lease, 
industrial 
properties financed by 
general 
revenue bonds. A 1961 change in the Constitution 
allows sale of plants built with general obligation 
bonds, but the exception for revenue be nds was 
noticed in a court test. It should be corrected. 
The law makes no sense as it stands. 
Some labor union groups oppose Amendment 
No. 2 on the ground that it offers tax loopholes 
for private industry, and perm its Missouri 
cities to take industry away from St. Louis. 
Actually, the critics should aim their fire at 
the amendment already in the Constitution, and 
not at the change in it. 
The obvious way to prevent industries from 
profiting by the tax-free status of city-owned 
plants is to perm it sale of those plants to the 
Industries. That 
puts the plants on the tax 
rolls—and that also is what Amendment No. 
2 is meant to encourage. Certainly sound public 
policy calls for private ownership when the bonds 
are retired. 
Missouri adopted the 1961 system largely to 
retain a competitive position with other states, 
25 of which offer public encouragement in some 
form to attract private industry. M issouri’s 
economic growth still lags behind the national 
average. 
While there are some rational 
arguments 
against city competition for industry at public 
expense, there is no rational argument against 
permitting sale of the plants built by the public. 
They are intended to attract payrolls, not to 
create permanent tax-free havens of commerce. 
The way to encourage the purpose and dis­ 
courage the risk lies in approval of Amendment 
No. 2.

Politics make strange bedfellows. 
' If the country gets compulsory unionism, higher 
bread prices and wheat raisers higher prices, 
the combination will be one of those weird 
m iracles concocted by the Johnson administra­ 
tion.

Wheat and politics go together like love and 
marriage so it’s not surprising that the most 
controversial provision of the omnibus farm 
bill covers an increase of 50 cents a bushel 
in wheat price supports. House passage of the 
bill is predicted but whether the price increase 
feature survives intact in the bill as finally 
approved is uncertain. 
The wheat provision as reported by the House 
agriculture committee raises the fee per bushel 
that baking companies pay wheat growers from 
75 cents to $1.25. The committee reported 
that any change in the retail price of a pound 
loaf of bread should be less than one cent. 
Bakers think differently. They have described 
the increase as a “bread tax’’ and insist that 
it will rasie the cost of bread two cents a loaf. 
This has provoked a response from Secretary 
of Agriculture Orville Freeman, who has blasted 
“the bread trust.” He says that the price 
increase in bread should not be more than 
seven tenths of a cent, implying that the bakers 
plan to fatten their profits with the remaining 
f.3 cents. 
There has been a close connection between 
the farm bill fortunes and proposed repeal of 
the so-called right-to-work clause of the Taft- 
Hartley act, both administration pets. The House 
passed the compulsory unionization bill, 221- 
203, bolstered by votes by midwestern Demo­ 
crats. 
Vice President Hubert Humphrey was a guiding 
force in putting together a rare farmer-labor 
coalition. He told House members from city 
districts: “Your labor bill is in trouble unless 
you oome through for the farm bill. If you do, 
I’ll see that the farm boys come through for 
you on 14b,” (the Taft-Hartley section per­ 
mitting states to pass right-to-work laws out­ 
lawing the union shop). 
The deal was reminiscent of the President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt days when the big city 
Democratic bosses worked with the late Edward 
A. O’Neal of the American Farm Bureau Federa­ 
tion. 
There is irony here. Charles B. Shuman, 
who now heads the conservative American 
Farm Bureau Federation, declared: 
“The omnibus farm bill approved by the 
House agriculture committee is anti-farmer, 
anti-consumer, and anti-taxpayer. . . .It 
would increase government farm program 
oosts to taxpayers. At the same time it 
would increase the processing tax on flour 
and raise the cost of bread to consumers.”

victims, and society as a whole 
seek no special privilege from 
the courts or rehabilitation ser­ 
vices. All that is asked is that 
the balance be kept true. 
The answer to our critical 
crime 
conditions cannot be 
found in the shuffling of paper. 
Neither can it be found in a 
theory that coddles and favors 
vicious criminals at the ex­ 
pense of the public. Rather, I 
submit that we need to devote 
more attention to protecting 
means of ferreting out crime 
and to securing convictions and 
adequate punishment of those 
responsible.

OUTLAWS IN WASHINGTON 
When we turn on the gas in 
the morning to heat the coffee, 
we are not likely to be thinking 
of the intrusion of Washington 


bureaucracy into our lives. 
But the truth is that the Fed­ 
eral Power Commission, which 
controls the natural gas indus­ 
try and the service it is al­ 
lowed to provide its 35 million 
customers, is busily grabbing 
for power far beyond the limits 
of authority given it by Congress 
--even to denying companies 
under its jurisdiction 
rights 
given them by law. 
So how does this affect me, 
you ask? 
By imposing harsh regulations 
on the Industry, the F PC can 
make it virtually impossible for 
natural gas producers, pipe­ 
lines, and the local gas com­ 
pany to maintain in the years 
to come the unfailing service 
and assure future supplies of 
gas you have come to expect 
and should enjoy. 
And policies that threaten the 
welfare and security of the 
natural gas customer likewise 
injure the many companies who 
furnish materials and supplies 
to the gas industry and those 
who work for such organiza­ 
tions. 
The authority exercised by any 
Federal commission or board 
comes to it only through laws 
enacted by Congress. But the 
FPC is attempting, through its 
own rules and regulations to 
make laws Itself.

And while 
the scope of its activities has 
not been disclosed, we can hope 
that its labors will consider the 
public interest in this situation 
and lead to correction.

Washington — 
a gruesome 
report on Dominican atrocites 
committed by the Government 
of Gen. Antonio Imbert, UJ5.— 
appointed 
Dictator 
of 
the 
Dominican 
Military Govern­ 
ment, has just been submitted 
to the Organization of Ameri­ 
can States. So far it is confi­ 
dential, but this column has 
obtained a copy and is able to 
reveal its shocking contents. 
Hie report shows how the 
Imbert Administration 
sys­ 
tematically arrested civilians 
for political reasons, then in 
transporting them from one jail 
for another after dark, lined 
them up and shot them. 
Following rumors of these 
atrocities, the OAS selected 
a commission of three 
dis­ 
tinguished criminologists which 
went to the Dominican Republic, 
dug up some of the bodies, and 
arrived at the inescapable con­ 
clusion that there had been mass 
murders and that most of the 
population had been too ter- 
orized to testify. The 
Com­ 
mission was not able to arrive 
at the 
number killed, though 
one prison, under 
Gen. Im- 
bert’s supervision, once con­ 
taining 3,000, now has been re­ 
duced to 500. 
Gen. Imbert was picked by 
the American Embassy to head 
the Military Junta immediately 
after the landing of American 
Marines. He has been kept in 
power only by the Marines and 
by U. 8. Aid which has been 
funneled into Santo Domingo to 
the extent of millions of dol­ 
lars in food, medicine 
and 
actual cash. 
Ellsworth Bunker, 
special 
U. 8. Ambassador to the OAS, 
and McGeorge Bundy, special 
Representative 
of President 
Johnson, both wanted to with­ 
draw U. S. aid from the Junta 
unless Gen. 
Imbert stepped 
down. 
However, 
Imbert, a 
swashbuckler who carries 
a 
silver-handled pistol, and ap­ 
pointed himself a general after 
he assassinated Dictator Tru­ 
jillo, has had staunch friends 
inside the American Embassy. 
He has remained on.

GETTING THE RUNAROUND 
The three criminologists sent 
to Santo Domingo by the OAS 
were: Daniel Schweitzer, 
a 
Chilean, Dr. Alfonso Quiroz, a 
Mexican, and Dr. Jorge Aven- 
dano, a Peruvian. They 
re­ 
ported that they could get no 
cooperation from local Domini­ 
can doctors, that most other 
Dominicans were too afraid of 
reprisals to help, and that the 
Imbert Government gave them 
the royal runaround. 
When they finally appealed to 
Foreign 
Minister 
Vicioso, 
"whom we begged to make a 
gesture that would cut bureau­ 
cratic red tape . . . With his 
usual amiability Dr. Vicioso 
suggested that we meet with 
the Secretary of State of the 
Armed Forces.” 
The Commission called on 
him, waited three hours, got a 
further runaround, left him a 
note. "On our return to our 
offices we found a message 
asking us to phone him, which 
we immediately did without suc­ 
cess. We sought him again that 
afternoon, but failed to find 
him and once again left word 
that we waited to hear from 
him. 
We are still waiting.” 
After a month’s arduous in­ 
vestigation, however, the Com­ 
mission submitted their con­ 
fidential findings to the OAS: 
"Members of the police, in 
some 
cases 
of the armed 
forces, proceeded to arrest 
civilians. Tbey were conducted 
without 
much 
control to a 
military or police post. 
~ POINTING TO IMBERT - 
"Systematically they were 
conducted on the road to La 
Victoria from the Capital, in 
movements sometime 
before 
midnight, but never completed 
their itinerary. 
"More common was the se­ 
lection of Yuca Bridge as a 
site for the night executions. 
There 
came 
there several 
vehicles with prisoners, some 
with their hands and arms tied 
behind their backs. They were 
taken down and shot with vol­ 
leys from rifles and machine 
guns, some of whose cartridges 


were collected on the site. 
"After finishing their brutal 
task, the vehicles and the assas­ 
sins returned in the direction of 
the Capital. The bodies re­ 
mained on the ground or were 
carried away by the river. 
"The neighbors heard 
the 
arrival of the vehicles, the 
unloading, commands given in 
low voices, the report of shots, 
and how the vehicle returned 
in the direction of Santo Domin­ 
go. Some told that in some cases 
the executions were announced 
and orders given that the vic­ 
tims be left unburied. All the 
victims were civilians.” 
Discussing responsibility for 
these mass murders, the OAS 
Commission in its confidential 
report pointed the finger di­ 
rectly at President Imbert. 
"Both the Yuca Bridge and 
Mata Redonda sites (Two of 
the 
favorable 
execution 
grounds) lie a few kilometers 
distant from one of the more 
important prisons, La Victoria, 
where at one time there were 
more 
than 
3,000 political 
prisoners, and where there are 
now found 500. The Govern­ 
ment of National Reconstruc­ 
tion, presided over by Gen. 
Imbert, 
exercises authority 
over this prison.” 
The confidential report furth­ 
er points the finger at the 
Dominican 
Government 
as 
follows: 
"The military authority, the 
control 
points scattered all 
along the route of the Dantes- 
que 
convoys 
which 
never 
seemed halted on their pas­ 
sage, nor seemed to notice that 
the same vehicles returned 
shortly after, barren of pas­ 
sengers, would seem to exhibit 
a lack of effectiveness which 
has no reasonable explanation 
at a time of civil war, but of 
awareness of what was hap­ 
pening, not to say complicity.” 
So reads one of the most 
amazing atrocity reports since 
the days of Adolf Hitler, and 
unlike the days of Hitler, this 
is a report on atrocities for 
which the United States cannot 
escape 
some of the blame.

The ad, reprinted on the front 


page of the Communist Party 
paper, The Worker, showed a 
picture of a young man in a 
graduation cap and tassel, un­ 
der the words: “ He graduates 
in June of *65. Will he die in 
Vietnam in June of *66?” 
Presuming to speak for the 
mothers of America, the ad­ 
vertisement called for bringing 
American boys home. This, the 
agitators claim, could be ac­ 
complished by stopping 
the 
bombing of North Vietnam, 
stopping ’‘escalation” by send­ 
ing no more troops, negotiating 
with all parties, including the 
Vletcong, and implementing the 
Geneva accords under United 
Nations auspices. 
This argument ignores the fact 
that negotiating with 
com­ 
munists has proven to be the 
most futile, even suicidal, ef­ 
fort in which a nation can in­ 
dulge. Granting the false prem­ 
ise that we should negotiate with 
amoral international gangsters 
a nation bargains best from a 
position of strength. Grounding 
airpower and cutting off rein­ 
forcements to our troops is no 
way to assume such a posture. 
As for the Geneva accords, 
those absurd 
arrangements 
created our present untenable 
position in Vietnam. 
Only UN 
control 
could 
make 
the 
‘'accords” worse. 
The pacifists’ advertisement 
recalled that, in Korea, “ in 
the end we had to go to the con­ 
ference table.”

Strategy To Use Labor 
For 
’Cuban-izing* All South Ameri­ 
ca. 
Rio de Janeiro: - A Soviet 
master plan to use trade power 
as a battering ram, first against 
the Brazilian government, then 
to topple a series of other 
Latin administrations and final­ 
ly to cut the South American 
continent adrift from the U. S. 
in Cuban fashion, came to with­ 
in a few hours of success. 
To those in distant North 
America, this may sound melo­ 
dramatic. 
But 
it’s 
grim, 
substantiate fact to the in­ 
telligence here, hi the words 
of 
the 
gentle jurist, now 
Minister of Justice 
Milton 
Campos, during our recent con­ 
versation: 
“ The Communists 
had set up their factories of 
chaos and were producing dis­ 
organization at a great speed.” 
At the last minute the Com­ 
munists were stopped by the 
military revolt of the demo­ 
cratic soldier, now President, 
Gen. Castello Branco. But he 
hot not shot the Communists, 
not jailed them. They walk about 
as the most above- ground un­ 
derground 
force 
I’ve 
en­ 
countered They're planning a 
comeback. So on the basis of 
the hundreds of financial rec­ 
ords, international messages, 
letters and documents found in 
Communist headquarters and 
the unions they controlled, here 
is the story of their master 
plan’s operation. 
Since it is illegal in Brazil 
to set up a national central 
labor organization such 
as 
the AFL-CIO, the Communists, 
positively under direct orders 
from the central labor section 
in Moscow, created something 
here called the General Work­ 
ers Command. Though it was 
against 
the law, the ousted 
President Joao Goulart per­ 
mitted it to exist because of his 
deals with the Communists. 
The Soviet - controlled lead­ 
ers of this General Workers 
Command easily won power in 
such unions as the stevedores 
and the bank clerks. But the 
Command's goal was the Con­ 
federation of Industrial Work­ 
ers which had a membership 
of some five million. These 
were mostly in the heavily con­ 
centrated Sao Paulo and Rio 
areas - where American busi­ 
ness has invested heavily. Thus, 
if successful, the Communist 
Command could not only control 
the bulk of Brazilian industry 
but also disrupt production in 
the American • owned plants 
which provide so many jobs for 
Brazilians. 
The Communists succeeded 
easily 
enough. 
Soon 
they 
elected one of their top opera­ 
tives, Clodsmidt Riani, head 
of the vast Industrial Workers 
Federation. Riani also was di­ 
rector of the powerful Soviet- 
controlled 
General Workers 
Command. Thus he became the 
strongest labor man in Brazil 
— and indeed, one of the nation’s 
most influential men. I have 
before me an intelligence re­ 
port which says flatly that Riani 
"operated on the same level 
as the President of the Re­ 
public." 
"He gave orders to ministers 
(members of the presidential 
cabinet),” asserts this report. 
"He installed at the joint In­ 
dustrial Confederation-General 
Workers Command headquart­ 
ers an employment agency for 
corruption and traffic of in­ 
fluence; he dictated dismissals 
of chiefs in various levels of 


public administration, includ­ 
ing the military.” 
He even dictated to some of­ 
ficials of the Bank of Brazil 
during that period. 
Docu­ 
ments dug up by the counter­ 
intelligence agents after 
the 
revolution indicated he dealt 
directly with army generals, 
naval 
commanders, foreign 
diplomats, senators and depu­ 
ties — all of whom sought fa. 
vors, transfers, promotions and 
governmental action. 
At all times Riani kept in 
close touch with high Moscow 
government and labor officials. 
When he or his comrades 
needed money for some opera­ 
tion, they took it either from 
the treasury of the Industrial 
Workers Labor Confederation— 
or actually from the pro-Com- 
munist,

• revolution 
Brazilian government. There 
are documents to prove this. 
They disclose dealings in mil­ 
lions of cruzeiros. 
Just to pick a few 
at ran­ 
dom: When Riani needed money 
in January 1964 to re-elect his 
Communist comrades and him­ 
self to the leadership of the 
Industrial Workers Confedera­ 
tion, he simply drew over 21,- 
457,000 cruzeiros from 
the 
government. When money was 
needed to run a pro-Goulart 
mass demonstration of 
the 
“ people” in Rio to show sup­ 
port for the left-wing govern­ 
ment on March 13, 1964, just 
18 days 
before the military 
drove him out, the Commu­ 
nists got 3 million cruzeiros 
for expenses. 
Millions were drawn for the 
Communist’s 
drive 
for na­ 
tionalization of industry. I have 
on hand a long list of such 
looting by the Communists. 
Some of the money went 
to 
Benedicto Cerqueira, a 
high 
official of the Soviet's global 
labor network called the World 
Federation of Trade Unions.

AMENDMENT NO. 2 
Constitutional Amendment No. 2 is the least 
important of three to be proposed to voters in 
the Aug. 17 special election, but it is also 
the least controversial. It deserves a YES 
vote. 
The amendment is corrective in m easure.. 
It would perm it cities to sell, as well as lease, 
industrial 
properties financed by 
general 
revenue bonds. A 1961 change in the Constitution 
allows sale of plants built with general obligation 
bonds, but the exception for revenue be nds was 
noticed in a court test. It should be corrected. 
The law makes no sense as it stands. 
Some labor union groups oppose Amendment 
No. 2 on the ground that it offers tax loopholes 
for private industry, and permits Missouri 
cities to take industry away from St. Louis. 
Actually, the critics should aim their fire at 
the amendment already in the Constitution, and 
not at the change in it. 
The obvious way to prevent industries from 
profiting by the tax-free status of city-owned 
plants is to permit sale of those plants to the 
industries. That 
puts the plants on the tax 
rolls—and that also is what Amendment No. 
2 is meant to encourage. Certainly sound public 
policy calls for private owner ship when the bonds 
are retired. 
Missouri adopted the 1961 system largely to 
retain a competitive position with other states, 
25 of which offer public encouragement in some 
form to attract private industry. Missouri’s 
economic growth still lags behind the national 
average. 
While there are some rational 
arguments 
against city competition for industry at public 
expense, there is no rational argument against 
permitting sale of the plants built by the public. 
They are intended to attract payrolls, not to 
create permanent tax-free havens of commerce. 
The way to encourage the purpose and dis­ 
courage the risk lies in approval of Amendment 
No. 2.

Politics make strange bedfellows. 
If the country gets compulsory unionism, higher 
bread prices and wheat raisers higher prices, 
the combination will be one of those weird 
miracles concocted by the Johnson administra­ 
tion. 
Wheat and politics go together like love and 
marriage so if s not surprising that the most 
controversial provision of the omnibus farm 
bill covers an increase of 50 cents a bushel 
in wheat price supports. House passage of the 
bill is predicted but whether the price increase 
feature survives intact in the bill as finally 
approved is uncertain. 
The wheat provision as reported by the House 
agriculture committee raises the fee per bushel 
that baking companies pay wheat growers from 
75 cents to $1.25. The committee reported 
that any change in the retail price of a pound 
loaf of bread should be less than one cent. 
Bakers think differently. They have described 
the Increase as a “bread tax” and insist that 
it will rasie the cost of bread two cents a loaf. 
This has provoked a response from Secretary 
of Agriculture Orville Freeman, who has blasted 
“the bread trust/’ He says that the price 
increase in bread should not be more than 
seven tenths of a cent, implying that the bakers 
plan to fatten their profits with the remaining 
1.8 cents. 
There has been a close connection between 
the farm bill fortunes and proposed repeal of 
the so-called right-to-work clause of the Taft- 
Hartley act, both administration pets. The House 
passed the compulsory unionization bill, 221- 
203, bolstered by votes by midwestern Demo­ 
crats. 
Vice President Hubert Humphrey was a guiding 
force in putting together a rare farmer-labor 
coalition. He told House members from city 
districts: “Your labor bill is in trouble unless 
you come through for the farm bill. If you do, 
I'll see that the farm boys come through for 
you on 14b,’’ (the Taft-Hartley section per­ 
mitting states to pass right-to-work laws out­ 
lawing the union shop). 
The deal was reminiscent of the President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt days when the big city 
Democratic bosses worked with the late Edward 
A. O’Neal of the American F arm Bureau Federa­ 
tion. 
There is irony here. Charles B. Shuman, 
who now heads the conservative American 
Farm Bureau Federation, declared: 
“The omnibus farm bill approved by the 
House agriculture committee is anti-farmer, 
anti-consumer, and anti-taxpayer. . . .It 
would increase government farm program 
costs to taxpayers. At the same time it 
would increase the processing tax on flour 
and raise the cost of bread to consumers.’1 
My what strange food mixtures are coming out 
of the Great Society kitchens these days!

All that Is asked Is that 
the balance be kept true. 
The answer to our critical 
crime 
conditions cannot 
be 
found in the shuffling of paper. 
Neither can it be found in a 
theory that coddles and favors 
vicious criminals at the ex­ 
pense of the public. Rather, I 
submit that we need to devote 
more attention to protecting 
means of ferreting out crime 
and to securing convictions and 
adequate punishment of those 
responsible.

When we turn on the gas in 
the morning to heat the coffee, 
we are not likely to be thinking 
of the Intrusion of Washington 


bureaucracy into our lives. 
But the truth is that the Fed­ 
eral Power Commission, which 
controls the natural gas Indus­ 
try and the service It Is al­ 
lowed to provide its 35 million 
customers, Is busily grabbing 
for power far beyond the limits 
of authority given It by Congress 
--even to denying companies 
under Its jurisdiction 
rights 
given them by law. 
So how does this affect me, 
you ask? 
By imposing harsh regulations 
on the industry, the FPC can 
make It virtually Impossible for 
natural gas producers, pipe­ 
lines, and the local gas com­ 
pany to maintain In the years 
to come the unfailing service 
and assure future supplies of 
gas you have come to expect 
and should enjoy. 
And policies that threaten the 
welfare and security of the 
natural gas customer likewise 
Injure the many companies who 
furnish materials and supplies 
to the gas Industry and those 
who work for such organiza­ 
tions. 
The authority exercised by any 
Federal commission or board 
comes to It only through laws 
enacted by Congress.

Aid which has been 
funneled into Santo Domingo to 
the extent of millions of dol­ 
lars in food, medicine 
and 
actual cash. 
Ellsworth Bunker, 
special 
U. S. Ambassador to the OAS, 
and McGeorge Bundy, special 
Representative 
of 
President 
Johnson, both wanted to with­ 
draw U. S. aid from the Junta 
unless 
Gen. 
Imbert stepped 
down. 
However, 
Imbert, a 
swashbuckler who carries 
a 
silver-handled pistol, and ap­ 
pointed himself a general after 
he assassinated Dictator Tru­ 
jillo, has had staunch friends 
inside the American Embassy. 
He has remained on.

GETTING THE RUNAROUND 
The three criminologists sent 
to Santo Domingo by the OAS 
were: Daniel Schweitzer, 
a 
Chilean, Dr. Alfonso Quiroz, a 
Mexican, and Dr. Jorge Aven- 
da no, a Peruvian. TTiey 
re­ 
ported that they could 
get no 
cooperation from local Domini­ 
can doctors, that most other 
Dominicans were too afraid of 
reprisals to help, and that the 
Imbert Government gave them 
the royal runaround. 
When they finally appealed to 
Foreign 
Minister 
Vicioso, 
"whom we begged to make a 
gesture that would cut bureau­ 
cratic red tape . . . With his 
usual amiability Dr. Vicioso 
suggested that we meet with 
the Secretary of State of the 
Armed Forces." 
The Commission called on 
him, waited three hours, got a 
further runaround, left him a 
note. "On our return to our 
offices we found a message 
asking us to phone him, which 
we immediately did without suc­ 
cess. We sought him again that 
afternoon, but failed to find 
him and once again left word 
that we waited to hear from 
him. 
We are still waiting." 
After a month's arduous in­ 
vestigation, however, the Com­ 
mission submitted their con­ 
fidential findings to the OAS: 
"Members of the police, in 
some 
cases 
of the armed 
forces, proceeded 
to arrest 
civilians. TTiey were conducted 
without 
much 
control to a 
military or police post. 
- POINTING TO IMBERT - 
"Systematically 
they 
were 
conducted on the road to La 
Victoria from the Capital, in 
movements sometime 
before 
midnight, but never completed 
their itinerary. 
"More common was the se­ 
lection of Yuca Bridge as a 
site for the night executions. 
There 
came 
there several 
vehicles with prisoners, some 
with their hands and arms tied 
behind their backs. They were 
taken 
down and shot with vol­ 
leys from rifles and machine 
guns, some of whose cartridges 


were collected on the site. 
"After finishing their brutal 
task, the vehicles and the assas­ 
sins returned in the direction of 
the Capital. The bodies re­ 
mained on the ground or were 
carried away by the river. 
"The neighbors heard 
the 
arrival of the vehicles, the 
unloading, commands given in 
low voices, the report of shots, 
and 
how the vehicle returned 
in the direction of Santo Domin­ 
go. Some told that in some cases 
the executions were announced 
and orders 
given that the vic­ 
tims be left unburied. All the 
victims were civilians.” 
Discussing responsibility for 
these mass murders, the OAS 
Commission in its confidential 
report pointed the finger di­ 
rectly at President Imbert. 
"Both the 
Yuca Bridge and 
Mata Redonda sites (Two of 
the 
favorable 
execution 
grounds) lie a few kilometers 
distant from one of the more 
important prisons, La Victoria, 
where at one time there were 
more 
than 
3,000 political 
prisoners, and where there are 
now found 500. The 
Govern­ 
ment of National Reconstruc­ 
tion, presided over by Gen. 
Imbert, 
exercises 
authority 
over this prison." 
The confidential report furth­ 
er points the finger at the 
Dominican 
Government 
as 
follows: 
"The military authority, the 
control 
points 
scattered all 
along the route of the Dantes- 
que 
convoys 
which 
never 
seemed halted on their pas­ 
sage, nor seemed to notice that 
the 
same 
vehicles returned 
shortly after, 
barren of pas­ 
sengers, would seem to exhibit 
a lack of effectiveness which 
has no reasonable explanation 
at a time of civil war, but of 
awareness of what was hap­ 
pening, not to say complicity.” 
So reads one of the most 
amazing atrocity reports since 
the days of Adolf Hitler, and 
unlike the days of Hitler, this 
is a report on 
atrocities for 
which the United States cannot 
escape 
some of the blame.

Inside 
Story 
of 
Soviet's 
Strategy To Use Labor 
For 
'Cuban-izing' All South Ameri­ 
ca. 
Rio de 
Janeiro: — A Soviet 
master plan to use trade power 
as a battering ram, first against 
the Brazilian government, then 
to topple a series of other 
Latin administrations and final­ 
ly to cut the South American 
continent adrift from the U. S. 
in Cuban fashion, came to with­ 
in a few hours of success. 
To those in distant North 
America, this may sound melo­ 
dramatic. 
But 
it's 
grim, 
substantiable fact to the in­ 
telligence here. In 
the words 
of 
the 
gentle 
jurist, 
now 
Minister 
of Justice 
Milton 
Campos, during our recent con­ 
versation: 
“ The Communists 
had set up their factories of 
chaos and were producing dis­ 
organization at a great speed.” 
At the last minute the Com­ 
munists were stopped 
by the 
military revolt of the 
demo­ 
cratic soldier, now President, 
Gen. Castello Branco. But he 
hot not shot the Communists, 
not jailed them. They walkabout 
’ as the most above- ground un­ 
derground 
force 
I've 
en­ 
countered. They're planning a 
comeback. So on the basis of 
the hundreds of financial rec­ 
ords, international messages, 
letters and documents found in 
Communist headquarters and 
the unions they controlled, here 
is the story of their master 
plan's operation. 
Since it is illegal in Brazil 
to set up a national central 
labor organization such 
as 
the A FL-CIO, the Communists, 
positively under direct orders 
from the central labor section 
in Moscow, created something 
here called the General Work­ 
ers Command. Though it was 
against 
the law, the 
ousted 
President Joao Goulart per­ 
mitted it to exist because of his 
deals with the Communists. 
The Soviet - controlled lead­ 
ers of this General Workers 
Command easily won power in 
such unions as the stevedores 
and the bank clerks. But the 
Command's goal was the Con­ 
federation of Industrial Work­ 
ers which had a membership 
of some five million. These 
were mostly in the heavily con­ 
centrated Sao Paulo and Rio 
areas — where American busi­ 
ness has invested heavily. Thus, 
if successful, the Communist 
Command could not only control 
the bulk of Brazilian industry 
but also disrupt production in 
the American • owned 
plants 
which provide so many jobs for 
Brazilians. 
The Communists succeeded 
easily 
enough. 
Soon 
they 
elected one of their top opera­ 
tives, Clodsmidt Riani, head 
of the vast Industrial Workers 
Federation. Riani also was di­ 
rector of the powerful Soviet- 
controlled 
General Workers 
Command. Thus he became the 
strongest labor man in Brazil 
— and indeed, one of the nation's 
most influential men. I have 
before me an intelligence re­ 
port which says flatly that Riani 
"operated on the same level 
as the President of the Re­ 
public." 
“ He gave orders to ministers 
(members of the presidential 
cabinet)," asserts this report. 
"He installed at the joint In­ 
dustrial Confederation-General 
Workers Command headquart­ 
ers an employment agency for 
corruption and traffic of in­ 
fluence; he dictated dism issals 
of chiefs in various levels of 


public administration, includ­ 
ing the m ilitary." 
He even dictated to some of­ 
ficials of the Bank of Brazil 
during that period. 
Docu­ 
ments dug up by the counter­ 
intelligence agents after 
the 
revolution indicated he dealt 
directly with army generals, 
naval 
commanders, 
foreign 
diplomats, senators and depu­ 
ties «- all of whom sought fa- 
vors, transfers, promotions and 
governmental action. 
At all tim es Riani kept in 
close touch with high Moscow 
government and labor officials. 
When 
he or his comrades 
needed money for some opera­ 
tion, they took it either from 
the treasury of the Industrial 
Workers Labor Confederation— 
or actually from the pro-Com- 
munist, 
pre 
• revolution 
Brazilian government. There 
are documents to prove this. 
They disclose dealings in mil­ 
lions of cruzeiros. 
Just to pick a few 
at ran­ 
dom: When Riani needed money 
in January 1964 to re-elect his 
Communist comrades and him­ 
self to the leadership of the 
Industrial Workers Confedera­ 
tion, he simply drew over 21,- 
457,000 cruzeiros from 
the 
government. When money was 
needed to run a pro-GrOulart 
mass demonstration of 
the 
"people" in Rio to show sup­ 
port for the left-wing govern­ 
ment on March 13, 1964, just 
18 days 
before the military 
drove him out, the Commu­ 
nists got 3 million cruzeiros 
for expenses. 
Millions were drawn for the 
Communist's 
drive 
for 
na­ 
tionalization of industry. I have 
on hand a long list of 
such 
looting by the 
Communists. 
Some of the money went 
to 
Benedicto Cerqueira, a 
high 
official of the Soviet's global 
labor network called the World 
Federation of Trade Unions. 
One of the Communists high 
in the General Workers Com­ 
mand was Osmildo Stafford da 
Silva, vice president of 
the 
Bank and 
Credit 
Institution 
Workers. Now note this: He 
was also vice president of the 
General 
Workers Command. 
Thus he was deep in the core 
of the nation's financial struc­ 
ture. He was the intellectual 
of the group of Communist com­ 
manders. So he was chosen to 
be the link with something called 
CUTAL — a continent- wide 
Latin American 
Communist 
Federation of Labor. 


This was in its burgeoning 
stage. It awaited the takeover 
of Brazil by the Communists' 
General Workers 
Comma. d. 
Then money and manpower were 
to be poured into CUTAL, which 
in turn would help set up Gen­ 
eral 
Workers Commands in 
all other Latin nations. The 
next step in the other nations 
would be to take over as 
the 
Communists were about to do 
in Brazil before the military 
stopped them. 
After 
that 
the 
continent 
would have been "Cuban-ized." 
Communist dictatorship would 
have 
been 
established. Op­ 
ponents would have been shot. 
American industry would have 
been confiscated. The 
Latin 
American 
world would have 
been controlled by a series 
of Castros. 
It did not happen, thanks to 
the democratic military forces. 
There is much in all this that 
should be pondered by those 
who 
automatically 
opjxhse 
military juntas.

Texan Says Bill 
Not Understood 


WASHINGTON - The chairman 
of a newly-organized committee 
of cotton growers said in Wash­ 
ington that cotton people owe 
it to the future of their industry 
to have a good understanding of 
the omnibus farm bill now 
before Congress. 
J. B. Klrklln, chairman of the 
Emergency 
Committee 
to 
Protect Cotton Growers, said 
that “ farmers and others in the 
cotton industry, as well 
as 
people who do business with 
farmers, still generally do t 
understand the provisions of die 
bill (H. R. 9811) 
which will 
soon come up for action on 
the floor of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives.” 
Klrklln, 
a 
Texas 
cotton 
grower, pointed to specific mis­ 
understanding that are “ dan­ 
gerous to the enactment of sound 
cotton legislation that will help 
us to build markets rather than 
continue to lose them." 
“ We continue to hear people 
say that the bill would reduce 
the volume of cotton allotments 
released and reapportioned and 
that the local economy would 
suffer if this should occur. It 
is 
true 
that 
release and 
. reapportionment would likely be 
less 
than 
In 
past 
years; 
however, 
there Is already In 
effect a downward trend in this 
activity. The acreage released 
in 1965 is over 300,000 acres 
under 1964. This trend would 
continue 
even If the 
cotton 
program now in effect were 
extended 
for 
1966 
and 
succeeding years, since sub­ 
stantial numbers of farms which 
have been releasing their allot­ 
ments each year are gradually 
losing 
their allotments 
for 
failure 
to plant 
any cotton 
during 
the 
three-year base 
period. 
“ The proposed bill provides 
a 
much better system for 
moving unused allotments from 
farm s 
not planting cotton to 
others where additional allot­ 
ment 
Is wanted. 
Under the 
lease and sale provisions of the 
bill a farmer could transfer his 
allotment to smother farmer and 
receive compensation for it. 
The 
receiving 
farmer also 
would 
benefit 
from 
this 
procedure In several ways, but 
mainly In that it would remove 
the uncertanity now existing In 
connection with the annual dis­ 
tribution of released acreage. 
Actually, this transfer pro­ 
vision would be the finest step 
yet taken to permit farmers to 


adjust their cotton operations 
in line 
with 
their 
land, 
equipment, labor and finances 
available for efficient cotton 
production. 
“ Also to be considered Is the 
relationship of the transfer pro­ 
visions to the acreage reduction 
program that would 
be au-> 
thorlzed by the bill. A farmer 
who has been planting 50 acres 
of cotton, for example, could 
lease or purchase an additional 
30 acres and then participate 
In the payment program for 
1966 to the fullest by planting 
no more than the farm domestic 
allotment, which would be 52 
acres. Cotton produced In 1966 
would be eligible for price 
support loans at 21 cents, and 
it is assumed that the market 
price would be between 21 and 
23 cents. 
“ In addition, the farm would 
be eligible for price support 
payments at the rate of 14.65 
cents per pound on the projected 
yield of the farm domestic allot­ 
ment of 52 acres. 
Thus, with 
returns per pound of cotton 
produced approximating 36.50 
cents 
as 
against about 29 
cents per pound received for 
cotton 
produced 
in 
1965, 
the farmer would have a margin 
of 30 to 35 dollars an acre 
to apply toward the price paid 
for the allotment purchased or 
leased. 
In other words, the 
payments available under the 
bill could be used by the farmer 
to defray the expense involved 
in buying or leasing allotment 
from other farmers and he could 
stUl plant as much If not more 
cotton than was planted on the 
farm In 1965. 
“ There Is also some opposi­ 
tion to the so-called “ low" 
loan provision of the bill. For 
many years the price support 
loan for cotton has been main­ 
tained at an artificially high 
level, that is, above the value of 
'he cotton in a free competitive 
market. Since 1956, export pay­ 
ments have been made in order 
to reduce the price of United 
State s cotton for export to the 
world price level for cotton, 
and for the past year payments 
have also been made In order 
to make cotton .available to 
domestic 
mills at the same 
price it Is available for export. 
Maintaining the support price 
well above the competitive price 
level for cotton has not worked. 
Under this system we have not 
competed effectively In world 
markets, with the result that 
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cotton program for the four 
crop 
years 
beginning with 
1966." 
Klrklln added that there is 
widespread Interest across the 
cotton belt in the position taken 
by the Emergency Committee to 
Protect Cotton Growers. 
He 
said new members are being 
added to the Committee dally 
from all areas, and that various 
producer 
organizations 
are 
supporting 
the Committee's 
position In support of new leg­ 
islation. 
“ Responses from Individuals 
clearly indicate that once the 
farmer, large or small, under­ 
stands the purposes and proce­ 
dures of the bill and how It 
will protect his net Income at 
the same time the necessary 
production adjustments 
are 
being 
accomplished — then 
he strongly favors 
new leg­ 
islation along the lines of H.R. 
9811." 


foreign production of cotton has 
Increased sharply and ground 
has been lost both In foreign 
and domestic markets to man- 
made fibers. We are long over­ 
due in changing this system. 
With loans at about the world 
price level, cotton produced in 
the U. S. would move to domestic 
and foreign users at prices re- 
hectlng Its true value and we 
believe offtake of cotton can be 
Increased under this arrange­ 
ment. 
“Some farmers and organiza­ 
tions say they are opposed to 
direct payments to farmers as 
proposed In the bill because 
this would 
make 
farmers 
dependent on the Government 
for a substantial part of their 
Income from cotton. This posi­ 
tion indicates a lack of under­ 
standing of the cotton program 
as it works now and has worked 
during many past years. 
The 
fact Is that the Government 
is already 
contributing sub­ 
stantially to cotton farmers' 
income. 
“ For example, the total value 
of the 1964 
crop including 
payments to farmers under the 
domestic allotment program but 
not including the value of cotton­ 
seed, was about $2.2 billion. 
Government 
expenditures In 
connection with the 1964 crop 
are 
estimated 
at 
about 
$800,000,000. This means that 
the Government's contribution 
to cotton farm income In 1964 
was over 35 per cent. 
This 
is a matter of record; it Is 
fully understood in the Congress 
and elsewhere; 
and there is 
simply nothing to be gained by 
believing that the cost of the 
price 
support 
and 
other 
programs can be hidden or dis­ 
guised by maintaining the loan 
level at an artificially high rate. 
“ The pending bill (H.R. 9811) 
Is major farm legislation. The 
Emergency Committee strongly 
supports the basic principles of 
the cotton provisions: (1) loans 
at about the world price level 
to make U. S. cotton fully com­ 
petitive 
with 
foreign-grown 
cotton 
and with man-made 
fibers; (2) reduction in produc­ 
tion 
to bring stocks down 
to reasonable levels, but with 
payments to producers during 
the adjustment period in order 
to maintain farm Income from 
cotton; 
and (3) continuation of 
the one-price system under 
which U. S. textile mills obtain 
cotton at prices no higher than 
prices for cotton to be exported. 
As Is usually the case with 
major farm legislation, we 
would expect some changes to 
be made In the bill as it moves 
through the Congress; however, 
we believe it essential that 
the basic principles referred to 
above be kept Intact in the bill 
in order to provide a sound

Texan Says Bill 
Not Understood 


WASHINGTON - The chairman 
of a newly-organized committee 
of cotton growers said in Wash­ 
ington that cotton people owe 
it to the future of their industry 
to have a good understanding of 
the 
omnibus 
farm 
bill now 
before Congress. 
J. B. Kirklin, chairman of the 
Emergency 
Committee 
to 
Protect Cotton Growers, said 
that “ farm ers and others in the 
cotton industry, as well 
as 
people who do business with 
farm ers, still generally do t 
understand the provisions of Ute 
bill (H. R. 9811) 
which will 
soon come up for action on 
the floor of the House of Rep­ 
resentatives.” 
Kirklin, 
a 
Texas 
cotton 
grower, pointed to specific m is­ 
understanding that are “ dan­ 
gerous to the enactment of sound 
cotton legislation that will help 
us to build markets rather than 
continue to lose them.” 
“ We continue to hear people 
say that the bill would reduce 
the volume of cotton allotments 
released and reapportioned and 
that the local economy would 
suffer if this should occur. It 
is 
true 
that 
release 
and 
.reapportionment would likely be 
less 
than 
in 
past 
years; 
however, 
there Is already in 
effect a downward trend in this 
activity. The acreage released 
in 1965 is over 300,000 acres 
under 1964. 
This trend would 
continue 
even 
if the 
cotton 
program now in effect were 
extended 
for 
1966 
and 
succeeding years, since sub­ 
stantial numbers of farm s which 
have been releasing their allot­ 
ments each year are gradually 
losing 
their allotments 
for 
failure to plant 
any cotton 
during the 
three-year base 
period. 
“ The proposed bill provides 
a 
much better 
system 
for 
moving unused allotments from 
farm s 
not planting cotton to 
others where additional allot­ 
ment 
is 
wanted. 
Under the 
lease and sale provisions of the 
bill a farmer could transfer his 
allotment to another farm er and 
receive compensation for it. 
The 
receiving 
farm er also 
would 
benefit 
from 
this 
procedure in several ways, but 
mainly in that it would remove 
the uncertanlty now existing in 
connection with the annual dis­ 
tribution of released acreage. 
Actually, this 
transfer pro­ 
vision would be the finest step 
yet taken to permit farm ers to 


adjust their cotton operations 
in line 
with 
their 
land, 
equipment, labor and finances 
available for efficient cotton 
production. 
“ Also to be considered is the 
relationship of the transfer pro­ 
visions to the acreage reduction 
program that would 
be 
au-i 
thorlzed by the bill. A farm er 
who has been planting 50 acres 
of cotton, for example, could 
lease or purchase an additional 
30 acres and then participate 
in the 
payment program for 
1966 to the fullest by planting 
no more than the farm domestic 
allotment, which would be 52 
acres. Cotton produced In 1966 
would be 
eligible for price 
support loans at 21 cents, and 
it is assumed that the market 
price would be between 21 and 
23 cents. 
“ In addition, the farm would 
be eligible for price 
support 
payments at the rate of 14.65 
cents per pound on the projected 
yield of the farm domestic allot­ 
ment of 52 acres. 
Thus, with 
returns per pound of cotton 
produced approximating 36.50 
cents 
as 
against 
about 29 
cents per pound received for 
cotton 
produced 
in 
1965, 
the farm er would have a margin 
of 30 to 35 dollars an acre 
to apply toward the price paid 
for the allotment purchased or 
leased. 
In other words, the 
payments available under the 
bill could be used by the farmer 
to defray the expense involved 
in buying or leasing allotment 
from other farm ers and he could 
still plant as much if not more 
cotton than was planted on the 
farm in 1965. 
“ There is also some opposi­ 
tion to the so-called “ low” 
loan provision of the bill. For 
many years the price support 
loan for cotton has been main­ 
tained at an artificially high 
level, that is, above the value of 
he cotton in a free competitive 
market. Since 1956, export pay­ 
ments have been made in order 
to reduce the price of United 
State s cotton for export to the 
world price level for cotton, 
and for the past year payments 
have also been made in order 
to make cotton available to 
domestic 
mills 
at the same 
price it is available for export. 
Maintaining the support price 
well above the competitive price 
level for cotton has not worked. 
Under this system we have not 
competed effectively in world 
markets, with the result that

islation along the lines of H.R. 
9811.”

With loans at about the world 
price level, cotton produced in 
the U.S. would move to domestic 
and foreign users at prices re­ 
flecting its true value and we 
believe offtake of cotton can be 
Increased under this arrange­ 
ment. 
“ Some farmers and organiza­ 
tions say 
they are opposed to 
direct payments to farm ers as 
proposed in the bill because 
this would

Income from cotton. This posi­ 
tion indicates a lack of under­ 
standing of the cotton program 
as it works now and has worked 
during many past years. 
The 
fact is that the Government 
is 
already 
contributing sub­ 
stantially to cotton farm ers’ 
income. 
“ For example, the total value 
of the 1964 
crop including 
payments to farmers under the 
domestic allotment program but 
not including the value of cotton­ 
seed, was about $2.2 billion. 
Government 
expenditures in 
connection with the 1964 crop 
are 
estimated 
at 
about 
$800,000,000. This means that 
the Government's contribution 
to cotton farm Income in 1964 
was over 35 per cent. 
This 
is a matter of record; it is 
fully understood in the Congress 
and elsewhere; 
and there is 
simply nothing to be gained by 
believing that the cost of the 
price 
support 
and 
other 
program s can be hidden or dis­ 
guised by maintaining the loan 
level at an artificially high rate. 
“ The pending bill (H.R. 9811) 
is major farm legislation. The 
Emergency Committee strongly 
supports the basic principles of

By Monday he must find a 
solution that will keep Republi­ 
can critics quiet, save fece for 
the United States, and get the 
United States, Russia and the 
United Nations off the hook. 
This is the hook: The Soviet 
Union, France, Belgium, South 
Africa, Yemen and eight Com­ 
munist countries owe $108 mil­ 
lion to the United Nations as 
their share of the cost of keep­ 
ing the peace in the Middle East 
and the Congo. 
Russia's share is $62.2 mil­ 
lion. Russia refuses to pay, 
arguing that the way the U.N. 
decision to send peacekeeping 
forces into the Middle 
East 
and the Congo was made was 
illegal. France takes a sim ilar 
position. 
But the United States has 
been making Russia its main 
target and insisted the Soviets 
must pay up or lose their vote in 
the UN. General Assembly. 
If that happened, and Russia 
and her satellites quit the world 
organization, only a shell would 
be left. 
This argument for 
months has made a mess of the 
United Nations. 
The 
United 
States has been softening its 
stand. 
An American backdown, par­ 
ticularly at this time when the 
United States doesn’t want Rus­ 
sia to get involved in the Viet­ 
namese war, seems certain. 
Johnson’s problem is how to do 
it gracefully. This is the back­ 
ground. 
Originally the U.N. Security 
Council — where the United 
States, Russia, Britain, France 
and Nationalist China all have a 
veto that can kill any action — 
had the right to use U N .forces 
to stop aggression. 
But at the time of the Korean 
War the United Nations was 
able to intervene only because, 
when the Security Council made 
the decision, Russia was absent. 
The United States didn’t want to 
get caught in a narrow squeak 
like that again. 
So it proposed that the Gener­ 
al Assembly, where all 114 
member nations can vote but 
none has a veto, should be able 
to take action against a future 
aggressor. There were five dis­ 
senters on this: Russia and the 
Soviet Bloc. 
In due time the assembly in 


1956 voted to send a peace­ 
keeping force into the Middle 
East and another into the Congo 
in 1960.

But — Article 19 of the UN.
